In 1918 indictments were re­ 
turned against him and four others 
for misapplying $200,000 of the de­ 
funct Atlantic National bank here.

from as a defendant in a suit in Lon­ 
don in 1914, through which a firm of 
jewelers tried to recover $16,000 for 
gems bought on credit. 
His secre­

Jury Venire To Be 
Called This Week 


(Associated Press) 
WASHINGTON, June 22—The need 
of better sanitary practices in the 
meat industry and the elimination of 
misleading advertising were urged by 
the department of agriculture today 
in a report covering the study of 
conditions in # score of cities. 
A greater knowledge of fundamen­ 
tal business principles is needed, the 
report said, elimination of unwarrant­ 
ed competition was recommended. 
While the investigators found- most 
cities had adequate sanitary regula­ 
tions for retail food distribution, they 
said few had effective enforcement. 
Cities named as examples ‘where san­ 
itary methods were lacking” included 
New Orleans and Birmingham. 
“While efficient, practical and pro­ 
gressive dealers hátfé taken pride in 
following sanitary practices,” the re­ 
port said, “there are -many fin the in­ 
dustry who have Httle or m regard 
for sanitation." 
‘The greatest offenders are foreign­ 
ers or those of recent foreign decent. 
They have no conception of the value 
of strict sanitation. 
“In every large <*ito a percentage 
<f retail meat dealers jjkke advantage 
of customers’ lack of knowledge of 
quality in meats to practice avery con- j 
ceivable means of deceiving the pub­ 
lic. Such dealers are known as clean 
up men. 
’Short weighing and overcharging 
also are common practioes with un­ 
scrupulous dealers.” 
The department recommended com­ 
parison of business practices and ex­ 
change of information in the trade.
